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Special Issue Contains State Library 5-year Report 


Summer is traditionally a time for catching up, and the New 
Jersey State Library is no exception. This issue attempts to 
capsulize five years of annual reports with a series of chrono- 
logical highlights. 

The years 1975-1980 brought rapid and profound change. 
By the mid 1970's it had become apparent nationally that the 
economic optimism and program expansion which character- 
ized the preceding decade had come to a halt. Instead, most 
individuals and agencies faced budget and program constric- 
tions, painful prioritization and the need to assess the impact 
of each dollar spent. 

State government responded by tightening its budgetary 
process: “zero base budget” and “management by objective” 
were terms all state agencies learned by application. Job 
freezes were frequent, as inflation, unemployment and de- 
clining expectations joined forces. 

Seen against this background, the events of these five 
years in the State Library seem disarmingly positive. Pro- 
grams not started, state aid not distributed, positions unfilled 
go undocumented. At the same time, evolving technology 
afforded significant opportunity, and careful planning sharp- 
ened a sense of achievement in which the whole library 
community in New Jersey can share.

77-8 Use of the OCLC system was so successful that the 
backlog of cataloging of current acquisitions was 
eliminated for the first time inspite of staff reduction 
through attrition of two positions. Work on inputting 
retrospective titles into the OCLC data bank was 
begun. : 


79-80 Atthe end of five years, all major collections, includ- 
ing materials for the blind and handicapped, were 
represented in the OCLC data bank. The com- 
puterized catalog was complete from 1975 on and 
significant progress was being made on input of 
items added before that year. 


AUTOMATION (COM CAT) 


79-80 A by-product of OCLC was the ability to issue and 
distribute copies of the State Library catalog in 
computer-output-microfiche form (COM CAT). Pre- 
viously, editions of the catalog were produced by 
microfilming a duplicate set of cards manually, at 
considerable expense. 


SERVICE TO THE BLIND AND HANDICAPPED was dramatically increased through the use of computer terminals to assist in the 


selection of books or tapes.

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AUTOMATION 
LIBRARY FOR BLIND CIRCULATION CONTROL 


Simultaneously with the conversion to OCLC, a 
project to computerize the circulation and inventory 
control system of the Library for the Blind and 
Handicapped was undertaken with $124,500 of fed- 
eral LSCA funds. Almost a whole year was devoted 
to design, specifications and contracts for a min- 
icomputer and software. 


The system, capable of maintaining reader profiles, 
matching titles with readers’ records and printing 
out shipping labels in shelf order, replaced highly 
labor-intensive activities. By December 1977, all 
records had been converted and the computer in- 
stalled; circulation immediately began to increase. 


By 1981 circulation had increased from .190,000 
before automation to 350,000. 


AUTOMATION 
COMPUTERIZED INFORMATION RETRIEVAL 


Computerized information retrieval service was in- 
naugurated in November using federal funds. 
Lockhead and Systems Development Corporation 
(SDC) data banks could be accessed as an extended 
reference tool for literature searches and difficult 
verification problems where manual searches are 
not cost effective. 


The New York Times Data Bank was added in May. 
Data bank searches are reimbursed by State agen- 
cies but provided without charge to the library 
network. 


SPACE PROBLEMS—SECURITY 


A detailed study of space needs and stack capacity 
was completed and revealed the need for immediate 
steps to cope with serious overcrowding of the 
collections. Efforts were renewed to secure higher 
priority for the capital budget request involving size- 
able additions to the State Library and the State 
Museum.

The Library insitituted an aggressive program of 
converting long runs of periodicals and law materi- 
als into microform and received an extra $50,000 in 
its book budget toward this end. 


Book selection policies were drafted and revised 
with attention to weeding, gifts, special collections 
and use of the core collection. 


Large sections of the collection were shifted to make 
room for current acquisitions and additional book- 
shelves were added wherever space could be found. 


Faced with increasing loss of materials, the curtail- 
ment of night guards and a building which had 
always been difficult to secure, an electronic alarm 
system was installed. The daytime guard force was 
increased and patrons were required to open brief- 
cases. 


The Library recognized the total lack of a preserva- 
tion program for its priceless archival records and 
took out membership with the New England Docu- 
ments Conservation Center. It also prepared a de- 
tailed disaster preparedness plan and gathered 
temperature and humidity level data preparatory to 
securing an adequate climate control system. 


PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT 


Records Management 


A major effort was undertaken to discharge the 
State Library’s legal responsibilities in the area of 
records management for State, county and local 
governments. The Library was successful in filling 
the position of Records Manager for the first time in 
20 years. 


Following an inventory which identified 250,000 
cubic feet of records held by State agencies in prime 
space or inadequate, unsafe, rented warehouses, a 
major report was issued—Modern State Records 
Management and Storage Space Requirements. 


This report became the planning document, along 
with a detailed study of space needs of the Library 
for the Blind and Handicapped, for a new 205,000

Publications and Records Committee for a survey of 
county records throughout the State. 


The county records survey was assisted with a 
second grant of $10,000. A supplemental appropria- 
tion of $60,000 for the nucleus of a records man- 
agement staff made it possible to begin identifying 
records to be transferred to the new Records 
Storage Center and to establish retention and dis- 
posal schedules for them. Additional office space for 
the Records Management Section was secured 
nearby on State Street. 


The state further recognized the value of the pro- 
gram by awarding $8,842 as a “productivity award” 
for microfilming equipment to accelerate the com- 
paction of its burgeoning records. 


Approved by referendum, the Institutional Construc- 
tion Bond Act of 1978 which contained an item of 
$6.5 million for the new Records Storage Cen- 
ter/Library for the Blind and Handicapped was 
caught in litigation but upheld by the New Jersey 
Supreme Court in April 1979. Architects were hired 
and final specifications were approved. 


Ground-breaking ceremonies for the new building 
were held October 1, with occupancy expected by 
December 1981. 


School Media Services 


The Public Education Act of 1975, known as the 
“T&E” law because of the phrase, “thorough and 
efficient education” cited in the state constitution, 
profoundly changed the financing of public educa- 
tion in New Jersey and the planning and monitoring 
process by which such education could be eval- 
uated. Supportive services, including school library 
services, came under greater scrutiny and the 
School Media Section’s field work faced greater 
challenge and intensity. 


Completing the school media responsibilities of the 
State Library, the Office of Educational Technology 
of the Department of Education, was transferred to 
the Division of the State Library. With it came the 
responsibility for consultation and demonstration of 
audiovisual services and the advocacy role for the 
County Audiovisual Aids Commissions. 


The Council on Library Education was also trans- 
ferred to the State Library and placed within the 
School and College Media Services Section. 
Created within the Department of Higher Education 
in 1972, this advisory body issued its report, Library 
Education in New Jersey: Report and Recommenda- 
tions, in that year. A new certification program for 
professional librarians, school media specialists and 
associate media specialists was enacted in 1975. 


State House Branch 


At the request of Speaker Joseph LeFante, a State 
Library “branch office” was established at the rear of 
the Assembly Chamber; it is to be staffed at all times 
the Legislature is in session. Given higher visability, 
legislative reference services are expedited by a 
professional librarian with a small “instant refer- 
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SERVICES to state governm 
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ence” collection and telephone referral to the main 
library. 


With the increase of the Legislature to 120 members 
in 1968, the number of bills introduced increased 
proportionately. By 1975 power files were needed 
for the Bill Room to keep up with the dynamic 
legislative activity. 


Delivery Services 


Title Ill, LSCA funds were budgeted to initiate de- 
livery services of interlibrary loan items to the Area 
Libraries in the central and southern parts of the 
state served by the State Library and to Newark 
Public Library which continued to serve those in 
northern New Jersey under contract. Rising postal 
rates, long delays in handling book-rate mail, and 
loss and damage to materials continue to justify this 
service.

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Humanities Program 


A grant proposal was drawn up for National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities funds which provide pack- 
aged programs for public libraries. A project was 
funded in 1978 and 1979 by the Endowment, and the 
final report—Humanities Programming: The Nuts 
and Bolts—was published in 1980. 


Outreach Servies 


The New Jersey Sampler of Outreach Services, 
compiled by the Outreach Program Exchange 
Network and the New Jersey Library Association 
Outreach Services Committee, April 1979, records 
the impact and variety of services to economically 
and culturally disadvantaged citizens. Stimulated by 
the State Library's grant program under LSCA funds 
and its technical assistance in program planning and 
development, these projects include information 
and referral services, shut-in service, institutional 
library service and deposit collections, among oth- 
ers.

HISTORY, GENEALOGY, AND THE 
BICENTENNIAL 


The State Library took an active role in the state’s 
observance of the Bicentennial of the American 
Revolution. A major exhibit was installed—New Jer- 
sey: A Government at War—funded by the NJ. 
American Revoltuion Bicentennial Celebration Com- 
mittee. A State Historical Records Advisory Board 
was appointed by Governor Brendan Byrne. 


Increased use of the Archives search room and of 
the State Library’s genealogical resources and ser- 
vices was notable, stimulated in part by the Bicen- 
tennial, but also by the popularization via television 
of Roots, the documentary by Alex Haley. 


A rare books collection of several hundred volumes 
was identified, cataloged for the first time and suit- 
ably protected within the State Library. Among the 
books were a number of titles dating from the 
formation of the State Library in 1796. 


With the help of the Attorney General’s Office, the 
State Library imposed action for replevin of 20 
original N.J. manuscript laws on auction at Sotheby- 
Parke-Bernet. 


Completion of the microfilming project of the Gene- 
alogical Society of Salt Lake City of records in the 
Bureau of Archives and History and of county re- 
cords made the State Library the preferred place for 
genealogical research in New Jersey. Use of these 
microfilm reels trebled in one year. 


RESEARCH, PLANNING AND LIBRARY 
DEVELOPMENT 


Throughout the half-decade the need for a new 
statewide plan for library development became 
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PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE was an important part of the 
years from 1975-80. Dr. Donald King (Rutgers GSLIS) is 
shown as he led a Statewide Planning Group session.

The two-volume, 382-page study, The Use of and 
Attitudes Toward Libraries in New Jersey, was Com- 
pleted by the Gallup Organization in partial re- 
sponse to the federal LSCA requirement .for a long- 
range plan based upon a needs assessment and 
evaluation. 


The New Jersey Measurement Study, amplifying the 
national study of library output and impact meas- 
ures published by the American Library Association, 
was conducted by the Bureau of Library and In- 
formation Science Research of the Rutgers Gradu- 
ate School of Library Service.

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LOOKING AHEAD...

We have now completed the first year in the new decade following the period covered 
by this five-year Summary report. Looking back at the goals we set a few years ago, | am 
excited about our progress and even more assured that the intensive planning process we 
—the entire library community—have engaged in is bearing fruit. 

The present decade will demand much patience, scrutiny of the time-honored ways 
we have been doing things and a commitment to seizing the opportunities that change 
affords. What are the major issues that will face the State Library over the next several 
years? 

First, this is a very difficult economy. Essential life supports seem to be in direct 
competition with those equally essential supports of the intellect, the spirit and the basic 
quality of life. Under plans for revenue sharing, library service may have difficulty 
competing with law and order, sanitation and other necessities. Current federal philosophy 
that educational and social programs should be turned back to the states and localities is 
rapidly changing the way that public money is allocated for social services. At the same 
time, New Jersey municipalities are suffering under cap restrictions. 

We will need to stimulate the active support of the private sector to assure that quality 
library service is available to every resident. Particularly in a state as industrialized as New 
Jersey, it is in the corporate interest that information and research resources and 
continuing education opportunities be sustained and made more accessible. 

Second, our library community has long rested on the general feeling that library 
service is an American given. To justify the choices we (and politicians) must make and to 
find the balances we must achieve, an honest and telling accountability of the value and 
impact of our services is required. The library domain has had very real intrusions by other 
information sources. We need to examine what kinds and levels of service are most 
appropriate for libraries to provide. It is especially important to remember the role of 
libraries in promoting and protecting the public interest. As other information services 
proliferate, there will continue to be a need for libraries to safeguard the right of all people 
to information. 

Lastly, and directly related to the above, is the necessity for the library network to avail 
itself of computer-assisted services. Electronic data banks are revolutionizing the way we 
access information and the roles of the reference librarian and the researcher. What used 
to be drudgery in ferreting out pertinent references has been reduced spatially to a 
cathode ray tube; in bulk, to a print-out; and in time, to bare moments. Much of the 
information accessible through computerized data banks is now available after only a 
short period of training, readily acquired by our clerical and paraprofessional staffs as well 
as by patrons themselves. For many types of questions, seekers of information no longer 
require the assistance of a professional librarian; they can get the answers directly from 
the terminal. 

The implications of these developments are far-reaching. With multiple terminals at 
strategic locations in state government, many State Library clients will no longer need to 
come to the Library or to phone. Many documents will no longer need to be stored. Some 
of our staff could be freed to do other challenging work they’ve not had time for or have just 
now perceived as filling a public need not served before. 

We are truly in a time of transition. School children are growing up in a world where 
computers are commonplace. These young people must be encouraged to learn that 
electronic data bases can and should be tools for improving their lives. This generation will 
become a very different adult clientele in our various types of libraries. The State Library 
senses keenly an obligation to assist the library community during this transition period 
and has already begun to develop, or to acquire, the skills to do so. 

But the first step is to be aware of change—to see it in terms of opportunity rather than 
threat—and to ask searchingly how each of us can best serve the public interest.

Library Services, January 1980. 


Seven task forces were appointed by the State 
Librarian to flesh out these goals and objectives, 
work with the Musto Commission consultants and 
delineate the major factors needed to be covered in 
legislation to implement the new State Plan. 


In June 1980, the Musto Commission published its 
final report, The Development of Libraries and 
Networks: Prospective Roles and Responsibilities. 
Draft legislation, reviewed in detail by the Advisory 
Group, was ready for introduction by the end of 
December as a package of five related bills.

To implement this transfer, the 
State Library has recommended to the 
State Division of Purchase and Property 
that a contract with PALINET be drawn to 
convert the existing database to a 
national standard format, using the OCLC 
Union Listing Sub-system. The 


conversion process may take up to 18. 


months to complete, at which time a 
printed product would be generated from 
the new database. No offline products 
will be generated until the conversion 
is completed, and the last microfiche 
edition, dated July 1984, has been 
distributed by Rutgers. 


Under the present plan Rutgers and 
Princeton will not convert their 
holdings, but they will continue to 
issue supplements to the converted list. 
Both will continue to provide access to 
their holdings.

Appropriation Signed 
in June by Governor 


On June 28 at the Summit Public Li- 
brary, Governor Thomas Kean signed S 
3298, a special, one-time appropriation 
for State Library Aid. This law is now 
known as Chapter 233, PL 1983, and 
supplements the FY 1983 appropriation 
for State Library Aid. 

“Funds which will be made available 
are estimated to be in excess of two 
million dollars. Because the money, un- 
budgeted State School Aid, must be 
collected from 360 municipalities or de- 
ducted from current municipalities or 
deducted from current municipal State 
Aid, it will probably not be re- 
distributed until October. 

If the entire amount is realized, the 
per Capita, area, and research programs 
will benefit from this appropriation, 
bringing State Library Aid up to approx- 
imately 88.3% of the authorized level 
for FY 1983.

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LBH Announces Plans 
To Develop Centers 
For Extended Service 


Marya Hunsicker, Director of the Li- 
brary for the Blind and Handicapped, 
has announced that the Library will 
soon be extending its outreach services 
by establishing service centers in public 
libraries throughout New Jersey. 

The ultimate plan calls for 50 such 
centers, but only 34 libraries will be 
contacted for the initial round of inter- 
viewing. Letters have been sent to 
target libraries informing them of the 
project. Those showing interest will re- 
ceive more detailed information during 
on-site interviews. It is anticipated that 
the service centers will be in place by 
January 1984. 

Participation in the program is volun- 
tary. However, Ms. Hunsicker antici- 
pates that libraries will participate 
enthusiastically, since most already 
have deposit accounts and/or per- 
manent library deposits of talking book 
materials. 

The service centers will expand the 
manner in which those libraries in the 
program can serve Library for the Blind 
and Handicapped patrons or potential 
patrons. Each library will receive a per- 
manent collection of talking book tapes 
to augment their other resources, two 
cassette players, two talking book ma- 
chines, a supply of record player nee- 
dles, and application forms. These li- 
braries will then be able to register new 
patrons, issue appropriate playback 
equipment, replace worn or broken 
equipment as well as circulate ‘‘read- 
ing’ materials to patrons who choose 
to go the public library. 

The Library for the Blind and Handi- 
capped will continue to be its readers’ 
prime source of equipment and ma- 
terials, but for emergency situations 
and for those who like a personal 
touch, these centers provide another 
option. Through this enhancement of 
services, these public libraries will also 
be offering the handicapped the poten- 
tial for enriching their lives through 
more intensified participation in their 
programs. 

Area Libraries, most county libraries 
not serving as Area Libraries and some 
public libraries have been contacted 
for this initial phase of service center 
development.

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State Multitype Network Planning Begins 


HENRY MICHNIEWSKI explains the 
procedures to be followed to imple- 
ment the new multitype library, 
network legislation. 


Where do you go when you want 
information? If you're like millions of 
Americans, you head for your library. 
Soon, as a result of landmark state 
legislation, New Jersey libraries will 
be even better able to meet patrons’ 
information needs. 


Long awaited library network legis- . 


lation became law with Governor 
Kean’s signature January 17. The new 
law allows for the establishment of a 
regional multitype library network 
and the sharing of resources and ser- 
vices of libraries of all types— 
academic, institutional, public, 
school, and special. 

Prime sponsor of the legislation, 
Senate Bill 1329, was Senator Matthew 


Feldman from Teaneck. Long known 
for his strong support of libraries, 
Senator Feldman said, ‘‘The establish- 
ment of this Library Network is an in- 
novative and important first step to 
improve library services in New Jer- 
sey.” 

The new law, called by State Li- 
brarian Barbara F. Weaver, ‘‘the most 
significant library legislation adopted 
by New Jersey in twenty years,” car- 
ries with it an appropriation § of 
$125,000 during fiscal 1984 which ends 
June 30. These funds will be used to 
establish planning grants for six re- 
gional cooperatives and to provide 
start-up money for two of the cooper- 
atives. The appropriation also 
provides money for regional and 
statewide services as well as initial 
funding for new or expanded ser- 
vices. These funds are in addition to 


those allocated for per capita aid, area 
and research library aid, and emerg- 
ency/incentive grants. An additional 
appropriation will be sought for fiscal 
year 1985. 

To explain the new law and to dis- 
cuss proposed regions, nine meetings 
were scheduled throughout the state 
between February 22 and March 8. 
Discussions focused on the process 
for establishing and the procedures 
for governing the new regional coop- 
eratives as well as considering how to 
participate in the new network. Eight 
of the meetings were held in the eve- 
ning. 

The six proposed regions, made up 
of whole counties, are designated as 
follows: 1) Sussex, Warren, Morris, 
Hunterdon, and Somerset; 2) Passaic 
and Bergen; 3) Essex and Hudson; 4)

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Network Explained; Interim Groups Meet 


Nine Meetings were held across 
New Jersey in February and March 
when the State Library introduced the 
components of the long-awaited li- 
brary network to nearly six hundred 
persons from 283 different libraries. 

The Library Network Bill allows for 
the establishment of a regional multi- 
type library network and the sharing 
of resources and services among li- 
braries of all types—academic, institu- 
tional, public, school and special. 

State Librarian Barbara F, Weaver, 
together with Henry Michniewski, 
Head of the Library Development Bu- 
reau, and Robert A. Drescher, Coor- 
dinator of Library Network Services, 
explained the new law and focused 
upon the process for establishing and 
participating in the new regional li- 
brary cooperatives. 

Meetings were held in Bloomfield, 
Vineland, Wayne, Mercer County, 
Woodbridge, Sewell, Newark, 
Madison and Phillipsburg. 


Meetings Draw Variety 

While each of the meetings de- 
veloped its own character, the com- 
mon denominator was the interest in 
the new network displayed by people 
from all types of different libraries, 
holding many different positions. 
Trustees, academic library adminis- 
trators, elementary scnool liorarians, 
directors of correctional facilities, 
public librarians, media special- 
ists—all gathered to learn and to com- 
ment 2hout the new library network 
that would serve their region and im- 
prove their library services by re- 
sponding to their regional needs. 

Implementation of the new Library 
Network Law has resulted in the ap- 
pointment of Interim Planning Com- 


mittees for each of the six proposed 
regions. The Committees will be re- 
sponsible for development of a Plan 
For Service and preparation of an op- 
erational plan and budget for the first 
year of the Regional Library Cooper- 
ative. 

Initial orientation meetings of the 
Interim Planning Committees will be 
convened by Robert A. Drescher dur- 
ing May and June. At these meetings 
Committee members wil! receive in- 
formation needed to organize a Re- 
gional Library Cooperative and to de- 
velop new methods for delivery of li- 
brary services to the region. The com- 
mittees will meet in two day retreats 


and 3 (Bergen, Passaic and Essex,

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Automation Aids Technical Services Work 


Another in the continuing series 
about State Library Bureaus is pres- 
ented in the article below about 
Technical Services.

The Bureau of Technical Library 
Services purchases books and per- 
iodicals for the State Library’s collec- 
tion and makes them ready for use by 
state agency personnel and for loan 
to libraries in the statewide network. 

With the introduction of the OCLC 
automated cataloging system, Techni- 
cal Services activities have been ex- 
panded to include: 1) increasing ac- 
cess to the State Library’s collection 
through listing its holdings in the 
OCLC online union catalog data base, 
and 2) building a data base of ma- 
chine-readable records which will be 
used in future library automation pro- 
jects. 


Grants Announced 


State Librarian Barbara Weaver has 
approved three LSCA Title | Auto- 
mation Consultation Assistance 
Grants. The grants, totaling $8900, 
were awarded to 1) the 11 public li- 
braries of Northern Passaic County; 2) 
a Mercer County group consisting of 
the libraries of Hamilton Township, 
Mercer County, Princeton, Trenton, 
Mercer County Community College 
and the New Jersey State Library; and 
3) for 15 Monmouth County Co-ap- 
plicant libraries. 


The grants are being made specifi- 
cally to employ consultants in various 
areas of technological and automated 
systems development such as com- 
puter technology and automated 
circulation control. Grants are in- 
tendéd to supplement local funding 
and may be used to fund no more 
than 50 percent of total, eligible pro- 
ject costs. Grant money may be used 
to fund central site hardware, soft- 
ware, terminals, telecommunications 
equipment, bibliographic conversion 
and item conversion. 


At the State Library, automation is 
being used to speed processing and 
to reduce labor costs associated with 
these tasks. The use of the OCLC 
cataloging system has resulted in the 
more timely processing of the 12,000 
to 14,000 titles acquired each year and 
in a reduction in the number of staff 
assigned to cataloging activities. 


The time saved by using the com- 
puter has allowed the existing staff to 
undertake projects to make the State 
Library’s collections more accessible 
to libraries in the statewide network 
and to other state agency libraries. 


Holdings Added to OCLC 


Since 1979 the Technical Services 
Bureau has been retrospectively add- 
ing State Library holdings to records 
in the OCLC online union catalog 
data base for those titles acquired 
before the Library went on the sys- 
tem. The entire State Library collec- 
tion from 1975 is available in the data 
base. The entire Core general 
circulating collection, biography cel- 
lection, general reference collection 
and the Jerseyana locai history collec- 
tion are also entered inte the data 
base. 


Currently, the Bureau is entering 
the Law monographs and the New 
Jersey statutes collections into the 
data base. Over ninety New Jersey 
public, academic, school and special 
library OCLC members have direct 
online access to the State Library’s 
collection and can borrow books for 
use by their patrons. 
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HEAD OF TECHNICAL SERVICES

automated acquisitions system. 


In order to facilitate interlibrary 
loan for libraries which do not have 
access to the OCLC system, the Bu- 
reau produces a semiannual merged 
New Jersey State Library/Newark Pub- 
lic Library computer-out-put micro- 
fiche (COM) catalog. The fourth 
edition of the COM catalog contains 
over 290,000 records on 306 fiche. It 
is distributed to 29 Area and Research 
libraries in the statewide network and 
to 16 independent state agency li- 
braries. 


Automated Book Ordering 


A new automated system has been 
introduced to manage the expen- 
diture of the State Library’s $415,000 
book budget. The Bureau has 
purchased a microcomputer-based 
acquisitions and fund accounting sys- 
tem which will produce book order 
forms, provide online access to order 
files, perform accounting functions 
for 50 funds, and provide vendor 
monitoring reports. This system is ex- 
pected to reduce siaff iabor costs as- 
sociated with ordering books and ex- 
pending allocated funds. 


The automated acquisition systems 
will also compliment the existing ap- 
proval plan order program which 
automatically supplies the State Li- 
brary with new college-level and 
popular titles soon after these books 
have been published. Shipped to the 
State Library are books which meet 
the criteria contained in a collection 
profile resident in the approval plan 
vendor’s computer. Reference staff 
make selections from these titles 
which are then processed for the 
Core general circulating collection. 
The Core collection is the major 
source for filling interlibrary loan re- 
quests generated by the statewide 
network.

Services Bureau also offers consulting 
services to public, academic, school 
and special libraries on automated 
technical service applications and on 
cataloging, binding, catalog card 
maintenance and selection of ven- 
dors.

The State Library’s competitive 
giant program sought to encourage 
cooperative program development 
among public libraries and to provide 
high quality Summer Reading Pro- 
gram materials for the libraries of 
New Jersey. Thirteen proposals rep- 
resenting the cooperative efforts of 
over one hundred children’s _ li- 
brarians from eighty-six different li- 
braries were received. 

According to Robert A. Drescher, 
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Coordinator of Library Network Ser- 
vices, “The caliber of the grant 
proposals was tremendously high; 
rarely have | received so many uni- 
formly excellent applications for a 
single grant program. In some areas 
groups of chidren’s librarians who 
had never met before, gathered for 
the first tire to develop the 
proposals. In at least two cases, the 
groups have decided to continue 
their meetings and work together on 
other cooperative projects.” 
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HARD AT WORK is one of the small break out groups from the Middlesex-Union Interim Planning Committee (IPC). 
This Region 4 1.P.C. met May 18-19 at Scanticon, a conference facility on the Princeton Forrestal Center. 


Interim Planning Committees Begin Operation 


The next step in implementation of 
the new Library Network Law has 
been the appointment of Interim 
Planning Committees for each of the 
six proposed regions. The Commit- 
tees are responsible for developing a 
Plan for Service for their regions and 
preparing an operational plan and 
budget for the first year of the Re- 
gional Library Cooperative. 

Initial orientation meetings of the 
Interim Planning Committees have 
been convened by Robert A. 
Drescher, Coordinator of Library 
Network Services, during May and 
June. At these meetings Committee 
members have received the infor- 
mation needed to organize a Re- 
gional Library Cooperative and to de- 


velop new methods for delivery of li- 
brary services to the region. The com- 
mittees have met in two day retreats 
in the following locations: Regions 2 
and 3 (Bergen, Passaic and Essex, 
Hudson)-Harmon Meadows, 
Secaucus on May 11 and 12; Region

Non-Print Media Group Meets 


A Non-print Media Conference held April 30 by the New Jersey State 
Library has generated new interest in statewide non-print services. The April 
workshop was conducted to provide the library community with infor- 
mation on the state of the art, cooperative activities and individual services 
in the state as well as to elicit from the participants recommendations on 
the future of non-print media services in New Jersey. 

A committee, appointed by State Librarian Barbara F. Weaver to de- 
velop a structure for incorporating these services into the library network, 
attended this conference and participated in an intensive, three-day follow- 
up retreat.

Results of this retreat include a statement recommending 
responsibilities for non-print media services within the network structure. 
Subcommittees of the group will concentrate on the issues of Protocols, 
Resource Identification and Format for Bibliographic Access, Delivery Sys- 
tem, Needs Assessment, New Technology Assessment, and Standardized 
Measurement System and Statistics. These and other areas will be included 
in the report of the Committee to the State Librarian.
